SHOT FIRED IN TENEMENT. 


Joseph Farrell (26), labourer, of 2 Lower 
Gardiner street, and Mary Fennelly (29), 118 
Lower Gardiner street, were charged before 
Mr. Collins, K.C., in ‘the Dublin District 
Court yesterday with having assaulted Con- 
stable Monaghan between 9 and 10 o’clock on 
Sunday night in the tenement house 2 Lower 
Gardiner street. 

The constable’s evidence was to the effect 
that as he was going on duty at Store street 
Station a woman complained that her father 
had been beaten by the accused, Farrell, at 53 
Lower Gardiner street. He went to the house 
and saw the girl’s father, whose namé was 
Morgan, bleeding considerably from the face. 
Morgan’s son went with witness to Farrell’s 
house, and the latter admitted that he struck 
Morgan. When told that the constable was 
going to arrest him for the assault, Farrel! 
took ‘two tumblers from the table and struck 
the constable on the head with one of them. 
Fennelly caught the witness by the left arm, 
and Farrell again assaulted him with a 
tumbler. The constable then drew his revolver 
and told Farrell to stand back, but he refused. 
Farrell struck him a third time. 

Witness fired a shot into the floor to frighten 
him, and the woman, bending down, bit his 
left hand. A crowd of men and women entered 
the room, and he put the revolver in his 
pocket. He was held by these people. until 
uniformed police arrived, when the two de- 
fendants were arrested. As a result of the 
assault he had to get the wound in his head 
stitched and his hand dressed. 

Farrell; exammed;: stated that the door of 
the room was burst open by young Morgan 
and the constable, of whose identity he was 
not aware. The policeman, addressing him, 
said, '' Come outside,” but he did not say 
that he was a policeman or that he wanted to 
arrest him, and, added Farrell, ‘‘I took the 
constable for a gunman.” He denied assault- 
ing the constable, and said that he was first 
struck by Gerald Morgan. 

Farrell was sent to jail for two months, 
| with hard labour, and Fennelly was fined 40s.

She had been receiving medical 
treatment for heart trouble in Limerick.

The 
price of fish is at present beyond its value 
as a food product. An egg, for instancey 
dontains much more meat than an- oyster, 
yet a fresh oyster is at least double the price 
of a new-laid egg. As all the world knows, 
the worth of any given article, whether it be 
flesh or fowl, is just what it brings in the 
market; and we are all aware that many 
kinds of fish cannot be bought at certain 
seasons except at a fancy price. Salmon at 
three shillings the lb., with turbot quite as 
much, and both fishes frequently much 
dearer, leave little hope cf any considerable 
addition to our food supplies being obtained 
from the sea. 

It is a fashion with certain economists to 
keep iterating that we do not draw on our 
sea-food supplies to the extent we e might do, 
and it is still more a fashion to have always 
fancy prices. The salmon, the trot, and the 
turbot may be instanced as exa les of the 
rage which prevails for ' ‘ creatin expen- 
sive fish. In this matter we are ollowing a 
fashion which is many hundred years old. 
The classic epicures gloated over their red 
and striped mullet, just as the gourmets of 
to-day may be supposed to gloat over their 
turbot fins or the thin portion of the salmon. 
These fishes, turbot ma salmon, as we know, 
rule high in prices at all times. 

Having said so much about the economy of 
our fish supplies, the question will now be 
asked—What is the real value—as_ dis- 
tinguished from the money value—of fish as 
food? Many elaborate compatisons have been 

made as to the comparative food values of 
butcher-meat and fish. Some _ economic 
writers maintain that fish has no food value 
worth speaking of; others say that fish-food 
must occupy a middle position between vege- 
tables and beef and mutton. Again, a 
learned authority says that fish, well cooked 
with oil or fat of some kind, or served with 
butter when brought to table, ‘‘ is chemically 
the same as bute er-meat, so far as nutrition 
is concerned.” Another writer says that fish 
as food is only fit for children and invalids, 
and is totally unfitted te support the health 
and vigour of men. and women engaged in 
laborious occupations. The truth, I daresay, 
hes between tk: two extremes; and we 
believe that what is especially desirable is a 
wider knowledge of the art of cooking fish 
in a palatable and tasteful manner. Anyhow, 
we have to recollect that there is a prodigious 
virtue in variety of food—one kind, as it 
were, making up what. is wanting in the 
other. Hence the ever-increasing demand for 


fish, and rise in the cost of the article. |

The Boundary Crisis. 


The anxiety of all the British parties 
for a settlement of the Irish boundary 
question is shown by their eager re- 
ception of the Earl of Birkenhead’s Jetter 
to the Earl of Balfour. In this letter, 
written three months alter he had put his 
signature to the Irish Treaty, Lord Birken- 
head argued that Article XII. contemplated 
no large transfer of territory to either 
Trish State, but merely a rectification li 
the existing frontier. «The letter allayed 
Lord Balfour’s doubts effectually, and now 
the English. Press—welcoming it as 
joyously as scholars would welcome the 
lost books of Livy—hopes that the doubts 
of Northern Ireland also will be allayed, 
and that Sir James Craig’s Govern- 
ment will hasten to nominate a 
member to the Boundary Commission, The 
members of the Northern Cabinet will 
meet this week in London and, of course, 
will take Lord Birkenhead’s letter into 
their considerations. It is probable, we 
think, that the hopes of English politicians 
and newspapers are doomed to dis- 
appointment. The Northern Govern- 
ment, like the Free State Government, 
is shackled with pledges and is forced! by 
its extremists to make a fetish of con- 
sistency. It has declared again and again 
that it will not recognise the Boundary 
Commission, and Lord Birkenhead’s letter 
—which, after all, is only a statement of 
his personal opinions—is not likely to 
alter its mind. ee 

The Free State Government's attitude to 
Lord Birkenhead’s resuscitated letter 1s 
definitely hostile. It insists that, whatever 
thé English signatories to the Treaty may 
have intended, the Commission itself must 
readjust the frontier “in accordance with 
the wishes of the inhabitants."’ Time passes 
and the situation becomes increasingly 
grave. Unless the Northern Government 
decides, at the eleventh hour, to appoint a 
member of the Commission, the Imperial 
Parliament will reassemble on September 
50th: and will complete the . amending 
legislation which will enable the Boundary 
Commission to be established. It is very 
unlikely that the Bill will be. resisted 


á seriously in either House. Afterwards the 


corresponding legislation will be passed 
in Dad Eireann; the Commission will 
come into being and will get to work— 
probably not later than the first weeks of 
What will happen then? The 
best that can happen is suggested by Lord 
Birkenhead in the last sentence of his 
letter: “I have no doubt that. the 
Tribunal, not being presided over by a 
lunatic, will take a rational view of the 
limits. of its own jurisdiction and will 
reach a rational conclusion.”’ It is quite 
certain that this conclusion will be re- 
jected: by one of the two Irish communi- 
ties; possibly, both will reject it.. The 
Marquis of Londonderry has no doubts on 
the matter.. He said, last. Saturday, that 
the Boundary Commission would not settle 
the Irish question and could serve only to 
widen the breach between North and 


‘South. . 


Lord Londonderry added that “ the only 
chance of a possible solution '” lay in Sir 
James Craig's offer to try to arrange & 
settlement with President Cosgrave .“ on 
the basis of mutual give and take.” We 
agree heartily with this statement; but,

ion dignity. It may be that President 
Cosgrave is waiting for the promised legis- 
lation, and that, when the Boundary Com- 
mission: is assured, he will say to Sir 
James Craig, “Now I am ready to talk to 
you about settlement.’’ This assumption, 
however—even if we can entertain. it— 
involves risks which patriotism and states- 
manship ought not to incur. The sands 
are running out, and the supreme effort 
to secure agreement between the two Irish 
Governments ought not to be delayed by 
one unnecessary hour. 


War in China. 


Events are moving more rapidly in 
China than was anticipated. Lu Yung- 
hsiang, the Military Governor ‘of Chekiang, 
claims to have routed the Kiangsu forces ; 
and, although his claim probably errs on 
the side of optimism, there appear to be 
some grounds for it. Dr, Sun-Yat-Sen has 
declared his intention of marching from 
Canton. to help him. This declaration is 
‘In answer to the mandate which has been 
issued by the Central Government at 
Peking, depriving Lu Yung-hsiang of his 
official rank and authorising Chi Hsih- 
yuan, the Military Governor of Kiangsu, 
to proceed against him. The action ol 
the Peking Government is, perhaps, the 
most important event that has occurred 
up to the present, since it clarifies the 
issue and places Lu Yung-hsiang in thie 
position of a rebel from the official point 
of view. A report from Shanghai states 
that Marshal Chang-Tso-Lin, the Mukden 
war lord and leader of the Anfu Party, 
has adopted Sun-Yat-Sen’s attitude of 
defiance to General Wu-Pei-Fu, the Mili- 


Chi-li Liberal Party. Wu-Pei-Fu has 
been making strenuous efforts to unify 
China, and is supporting Kiangsu because 
he hopes in this way to bring Chekiang 
into the fold, although he is in- 
clined to be suspicious of Chi Hsih-yuan. 
In spite of this widening of the net of 
war, it is not expected that the conflict 
will be of long duration. Floods provide 
a constant menace to military operatio1s, 
and funds are short on both sides. The 
Chinese are by nature a peaceful race, and 
have little stomach for the fight. It is 
reported that many of the soldiers already 
are firing aimlessly into the air. If the forces 
of Chekiang, which are numerically 
inferior, but have given evidence of 
better fighting qualities, are  over- 
come, the unification of China through 
the medium of Wu-Pei-Fu might 
be brought a step nearer. He is, 
however, only on the threshold of this 
gigantic task, and there is little probability 
that he can command the resources neces- 
sary for its accomplishment. If the Great 
| Powers decide to undertake the problem of 
unravelling the tangled skein, their diffi- 
culties will be hardly less formidable than 
those of the Chinese Government at 
Peking. It has been suggested that they 
should take action to arrange a conference 
of the various leaders in order to evolve a 
compromise. In this way it might be pos- 
sible to patch up an agreement to establish 
a system of federal or federated States 
loosely held together under a common con- 
stitution. Lack of money constitutes the 
greatest obstacle to any form of govern- 
ment. “The most hopeful solution that pre- 
sents itself is international control of the 
Customs; but civil war must be stopped 
before foreign trade can revive sufficiently 
to make the Customs remunerative. Signs 
are not lacking that the Soviet Government 
may attempt to fish in the troubled waters 
of China. In the meanwhile there is no 
reason to fear for the safety of the foreign 
population of Shanghai. Adequate steps 
have been taken by the American, 
Japanese and European Governments to 
protect their own people within the pos- 
sible range of hostilities. 


Danish Disarmament. 


The Socialist Government of Denmark 
proposes to do away with the Danish Army 
and Navy and to abolish conscription, re- 
stricting the defences of the nation to a 
few patrol boats and a small frontier force 
to cope with smugglers. This is expected 
to. reduce the nation’s expenditure on 
defence from £3,000,000 per annum to 
£600,000. The proposal will be resisted in 
the Upper House of the Legislature, and 
will be carried only if the Socialists can 
retain power for a number of years. Those 
who favour disarmament argue that, at the 
best, Denmark could not resist any of the 
great Powers by force of arms for long, 
and that the chief security for Danish inde- 
pendence must be public opinion, Den- 
mark controls but slender interests over- 
seas. The two West Indian islands for- 
merly under the Danish flag have been 
sold to the United States. Iceland, 
though still acknowledging the Danish 
crown, has been declared independent, and 
looks after its own defences. Thus 
the Danes can cultivate their garden and 
ignore the cares which afflict nations Jess 
fortunately placed. They have made gvod 
use of their slender resources, and ove 
their prospérity to more than the accident 
of their situation. When a large portion 
of their territory was taken by Germany 
in. 1866, the Danes set themselves to re 
cover, from the wastes of Jutland, as 
much as they had lost. They plaazed 
trees; dug drains and reclaimed farn- 
lands, making of. what had been a wilder- 
ness the most prosperous of their 
provinces. By co-operative organisation, 
and a system of education that trained 
every child in rural pursuits, they set their 
‘country foremost among agricultural com- 


munities, and captured a market which |

Portland cement, in the form. of 
“reinforced concréte;’’ has made it pos- 
sible to build such vast edifices as the 
Stadium and palaces of‘ Wembley in a 
few months. By virtue of its resistance to 
water, it is used to fortify the foundations 
of bridges and to repair sunken ships. 
Its fluidity renders possible the preserva- 
tion of ancient buildings—as at Lincoln, 
where the fabric of the great cathedral 
has been saved by the pumping of concrete 
The. influence 
of the new material on the artistic aspect 
of the building art 18 not yet clearly 
defined. Of late, a style governed by 
the peculiar properties of steel and cement 
has begun to appear. While the preva- 
lence of concrete buildings must reconcile 
us to the disappearance of many old and 
cherished beauties of building, a fresh, 
airy and light style may emerge, drawing 
its charm from spacious line and. the 
revived use of colour. 


HONE. PICTURES. 


NEW ROOM FOR NATIONAL 
GALLERY. 


The reason for the exhibition (with a view 
to sale) of pictures and sketches by the late 
Nathaniel Hone, R.H.A., was explained to the 
Trish Times yesterday by Mr. Deimod 
O’Brien, President of the Roya!

Mr. Hone was a steady and consistent 
worker during his long career as an artist. 
Sometimes far afield, but more frequently in 
the neighbourhood of his home at Malahide, 
he made innumerable sketches, and with equal 
regularity he produced finished pictures olf 
varying size, recording in the bold and con- 
fident characteristics of his well-known style 
those expanses of sea and land and effects of 
cloud massing which continually éngaged ‘him. 
His pictures were not sold at anything near 
the rate at which they were produced, and at 
his death he left a large accumulation of 
pictures, besides many volumes of sketches 
done in water-colour, 

. . 

His widow begueathed all this material to 
the National Gallery, at the same time ap- 
pointing Mr. Dermod O'Brien, .Mr.. W. 
Jameson (her brother), and Mr. Wilcox, an 
American artist, to make a selection of the 
pictures most, suitable for retention by the 
Gallery. The will omitted, however, to de- 
clare what should be done with the residue 
left after these gentlemen had made the 
selection. 

That open question was settled with the 
legatees by an arrangement that the pictures 
remaining after the taking of those required 
for the National Gallery should. be sold for 
the benefit of the Gallery, with the specific 
object of adding to its premises a room suit- 
able for the exhibition of the selected works.

The task of supervising the sale has been 
left to Mr. O’Brien, and to further it he has 
arranged a display oí the pictures and 
sketches in the principal rooms of his house.

500 paintings and sketches in oil and more 
than 500 water-colours.. Nothing of Hone’s 
water-colour work has ever been in the 
market before.

With regard to the permanent collection 
which is now in the possession of the National 
Gallery, Mr. O’Brien explained that the selec- 
tion had been made with a view to preserving 
a fully representative collection for display in 
a special room in the Gallery in Dublin, and 
also retaining such a stock of smaller pictures 
and water-colours as would enable the Gallery 
to send out loan collections to other centres 
in Ireland where an Art Gallery or other suit- 
able place existed.

As to the addition to the National Gallery 
of a new room for the Hone collection, Mr. 
O’Brien—who is, of course, a member of the 
Board of Governors—believes that such an 
addition ought to be pait of a fully prepared 
general scheme of extension, and that the 
possibility of such extension ought to be 
given thought now, and a scheme prepared, 
so that necessary preliminaries may be carried 
out as occasions come. He added that the 
Director of the National Gallery had already 
given some consideration to that matter. :

It is possible that the letter may help to 
smooth the way to a new understanding 
of the whole situation, while in any event 
it is sure to have a very pronounced effect 
om the minds of Conservative members. 
The chance of a general election on the 
Irish boundary question has never been 
regarded as serious in any direction, and 
to-day the ,vrospect of the Irish Bill, 
should it é.er come before the House, 
being defeated is regarded as most im- 
probable. 


The Northern Cabinet. 


Sir James Craig does not return from 
his Norwegian voyage before Wednesday, 
and on Thursday or Friday he is to 
hold a meeting of the Northern Ireland 
Cabinet at his home at Cleeve Court at 
Streatly-on-Thames. It is expected that 
all the members of his Cabinet will come 
over for the occasion, since a final decision, 
in all probability, will be taken as to the 
attitude of the Cabinet to the Boundary 
Commission. This meeting, however, is 
not a newly arranged one; for it had been 
proposed before the appearance of Lord 
Birkenhead’s letter, but it is thought the 
letter may exercise some influence on its 
decisions. It is understood that after the 
meeting Sir James Craig will send a letter 
to the British Government giving the final 
decision of his Cabinet as to the appoint- 
ment of a Commissioner. Should Sir 
James Craig find it possible to appoint a 
Commissioner, though at present there 
seems to be little prospect that he will, the 
special sitting of Parliament called for 
September 30th would be cancelled, and 
Parliament will not meet until the 
original date of October 28th. The sug- 
gestion is revived to-day that in the event 
of Parliament’ sitting and the Irish Bill 
coming before the House of Commons, a 
new clause might be inserted limiting the 
terms of the reference to be given to the 
Commission. Such a step, however, is out 
of the question ; for the Bill is so worded 
that amendment of the kind proposed is 
impossible, and, if placed on the Order 
Paper, would be ruled out of order by the 
Speaker. 


Free State Attitade. 


The Free State view of the Commission, 
however, is one which must be taken into 
consideration. The Irish Treaty contains 
an explicit statement that a Boundary 
Commission is to be set up, and the state- 
ment contains nothing binding on the 
Commissioners, who are to decide in 
accordance with the wishes of the in- 
habitants, while it gives no indication as 
to the intention of the British signatories 
that the Commission should deal only with 
trifling anomalies in the boundary. The 
Omagh Courthouse incident is recalled in 
connection with the letter of Lord Birken- 
head. In a speech at that time he stated 
that such incidents would probably be 
averted when the boundary was properly 
defined—an attitude promptly questioned 
by Sir James Craig. 


The Prime Minister. = 


The Prime Minister left London for. 
morning, first going to 
Dundee for a public engagement before 
proceeding to his home at Lossiemouth 
for a few days’ rest. It is expected that 
he will be in London again next week, for 
there are many reasons why his presence 
is desired by his Government. It is recog- 
nised that with each succeeding day the 
feeling continues to grow against the 
Russian Treaty, and it is understood that 
the Government now begins to realise that 
a forced dissolution is by no means im- 
probable. Mr. Ben Spoor, the Chief 
Government Whip, has found it necessary 
to break into his well-earned holiday and 
return to his office to deal with urgent and 
important matters, while he states that he 
intends: to go to his constituency for a 
week of strenuous work. The indications 
at present are that the Government is pre- 
paring for a defeat on the Treaty and will 
accept the verdict of the House of Com- 
mons. This will entail a dissolution and 
a general election in the late autumn. 


The Prince ef Wales. 


Little credence is given in officias 
uarters to-day to the announcement from 
the United States that the Prince of 
Wales proposes to start in February on a 
trip round the world which will last 
nearly a year, and that he will spend two 
or three months in South America. The 
Prince has made arrangements to tour in 
South Africa for some months, and that 
will probably be the full extent of his 
journeyings abroad next year. It must be 
remembered that the Duke and Duchess of 
York will be away for some considerable 
period in the spring. 


Vacaney on Bench. 


The death of Mr. Justice Bailhache 
creates the first vacancy on the English 
Judicial Bench since the Socialists came 
into power. Sir Clement Bailhache, who 
had beer on the Bench since 1912, and 
died at the age ol sixty-eight, had the 
reputatien of being the quickest judge. 
He possessed the great gift of getting to 
the heart of a case without delay, and, 
having arrived, he spoke his mind very 


ings comsiderably. He started life as a 
soldier, but was called to the Bar in 1889, 
and after a distinguished career in com- 
mercial cases he was given his judgeship 
at the early age of fifty-six. He was a 
great smoker, a bachelor, and, unlike most 
judges, he wore a beard. His death means 
that Lord Haldane will probably have to 
appoing three new. judges before long. 
The establishment was alreadyetwo judges 
short, while the work at the Law Courts 
is very much behind.

These two things are quite disparate con- 
siderations. They have no’ immediate 
relation with one another, but I think 
rou can say with confidence that the 
Treaty of Peace put population first and 
industry second. “There was a point at 
which the wishes of the population must 
cive way to the needs of the district. 
But, on the whole, they desired that as 
far as possible the wishes of the popula- 
tion, as exhibited by the plebiscite, 
should afford the ground upon which the 
decision should be come te.”

NORTHERN CABINET. 


MEETING IN LONDON ON 
THURSDAY. 


Sir James Craig, whose health has bene- 
fited greatly by his cruise in the Baltic, will 
arrive in London on Thursday. 

A meeting of the Cabinet of Northern Ire- 


on-Thames, Sir James~Craig’s English resi- 
dence, on Thursday evening. This meeting 
was arranged some weeks ago in order that 
Str James might be fully informed at the 
earliest possible moment of the changes that 
have taken place in the political situation 
during his absence 

No doubt, Lord Birkenhead’s letter on the 
meaning of Clause XII. of the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty will be discussed, but our Belfast Cor- 
respondent says that it is not likely that there 
will be anv alteration in the attitude of the 
Northern Government on the boundary ques- 
tion. 

Writing last night the Political Correspon- 
dent of the Central News savs:—A disposi- 
tion in Lendon political circles to-night to 
assume that the Northern Government will 
appoint a Boundary Commissioner must he 
received with caution. There is no certainty 
in the matter. 

The conference on Thursday will be purely 
an Ulster conference. Mr. Baldwin is at Aix, 
and there could be no intervention on the 
part of. British Unionists in his absence. It 
would appear. however, as if the prevailing 
opinion in British Unionist ranks would wel- 
come a decision by the Northern Government 
to appoint a member to the Boundary Com- 
mission, This feeling has been powerfully 
influenced by the publication of Lord Birken- 
head’s letter, which is held to be conclusive 
evidence that the Treaty makers contemplated 
only such minor rectifications of the frontier 
as Northern Ireland has contended were 
meant, and, therefore, Northern Ireland, it is 
believed, could now safely trust herself to 
the Commission in the full faith that there 
can be no findings involving dismemberment 
of her territory. 

Sir James Craig’s personal position, how- 
ever, is a delicate one, unless there can be 
certainty that mo considerable transfer of 
territory, such as the Free State expects, can 
possibly he recommended. There is, in short, 
no warrant yet for assuming that the 
Northern Ministers will modify the position 
that they have hitherto maintained. 

If they did agree to appoint a Commissioner, 
a dramatic change would be wrought in the 
Parliamentary situation. It would no longer 
be necessary for Parliament to assemble on 
September 30th. 7 


FREE STATE’S CASE. 


STATED BY MR. O’HIGGINS. 


Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, in an article which 
is published in to-day’s Daily Express, in- 
sists on the right of those in Northern Ire- 
land ‘who desire inclusion in the Free State

A communiqué issued by Lu Young-Heiang, 
Military Governor of Chekiang, states that 
the Chekiang Second Army, comprising 
20,000 men, sdvenied yesterday morning from 
Lake, in the direction of Thing, 30. miles 
northward. 

A report was received this morning that 
the Chekiang forces are only ten miles from 
Ihing, and expect Thing to fall to-morrow. 
Their main objective is believed to be Chang- 
Chow, which is the Kiangsu headquarters. 
There have been attacks and counter-attacks 
at Liuho, where, the communiqué says, the 
position remains practically the same. 
Fifteen hundred more reinforcements have 
been sent to Liu-Ho from Shanghai. 

Owing to the growing menace to Woosung 
and the Northern borders of Shanghai, on 
account of the situation in the Liu-Ho sec- 
tor, the Shanghai Volunteers were mobilised 
at six o’clock this morning, while between 
1,100. and 1,200 British, American, Japanese 
and Italian Marines landed at the Intérna- 
tional Concession this morning. This is the 
first landing of foreign troops at the Inter- 
national Concession since the war began.—

PEKIN, Monday. 

The British. American, French, Italian and 
Japanese Ministers have sent a further Note 
to the Chinese Foreign Office, respecting the 
necessity of establishing a neutral] zone on the 
Huangpu River, on which Shanghai is 
situated.—(Reuter. ) 


EFFECT OF PRESIDENTIAL 


MANDATE. 
PEKIN, Monday. 

The Presidential mandate, dismissing Lu- 
Yung-Hsiang, the Chekiang Military 
Governor, and ordering Chi-Hsieh-Yuan, the 
Klangen Military Governor, to suppress the 
rebels, brings the Pekin Government officially 
into the war, and involves the full support 
of the Chihli Party. 

Chang-Tso-Lin has hitherto been able to 
regard the quarrel between Chekiang and 
Kiangsu as an affair of these two provinces, 
but he now knows that his political opponents 
are on the war path and endeavouring to 
subdue his - principal ally. He yesterday 
formally told the Consuls at Mukden that. in 
consequence of the measures taken by the 
Government, hostilities were inevitable. His 
real intentions will be made manifest by his 
actions. | 

The fighting near Shanghai has not been of 
a serious nature, and probably Chi-Hsieh- 
Yuan is reserving his main effort until the 
troops and materials going to him from other 
provinces are available. . 

Sun-Yat-Sen has commenced to blow his 
trumpet, but until the rival military elements 
in Kwangtung undergo a miraculous change 
of heart there is small prospect of any con- 
certed action from that direction.—(T7'imes 
Telegram.)

NEW DISEASE IN. NORWAY.

GEORGIAN REVOLT. 


MESSAGE TO MR. MACDONALD. 


Reuter s Agency is informed that the follow- 
ing telegram was sent to Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald while he was in Geneva by the Presi- 
dent of the National Government of Georgia— 

“The Georgian people, reduced to despair 
by the three years oppression of the occupy- 
ing Power of Moscow, has risen in arms to 
establish its national independence and liberty. 
For the last ten days fighting has been going 
on through the entire country between the 
people and the Russian Soviet troops. In 
the name of martyred Georgia, 1 beg you to 
urge the Moscow Government to stop this 
bloodshed, and settle the conflict by arbitra- 
tion, in a peaceful manner.”’

CONFERENCE AT STOCKHOLM. 


STOCKHOLM, Monday.

THE PROBLEM OF SECURITY 


PAPERS. 


THE FORMULA AT 
GENEVA, 


-———&$—— 


The Times, in a leading article dealing with 
the provisional agreement reached at Geneva 
by M. Herriot and Mr. Macdonald, observes 
that this new agreement bears on that vey 
important question of security which the two 
Prime Ministers decided in those ardent con- 
versations at Chequers some time ago to refer 
to the League of Nations. If. the first and 
third Commissions, proceeds ("Ae T'imes, can 
solve the problem of reconciling the principle 
of compulsory arbitration with some defimite 
lan of guarantees for security, then the 
ague of Nations is to convene an Inter- 
national Conference on Armaments. There 
seems to be a remarkable rig yee RÍ 
between those forms of aggression of which 
we have had a very recent experience and the 
suggestions for eliminating war that are 
adumbrated in the resolution of the League. 
These suggestions deserve every encourage- 
ment. They are a hopeful element in this 
critical time. 

It must, however, be recognised that the 
decisions of the League of Nations on security 
have nothing like the same concrete reality, 
the same direct bearing on the burning politi- 
cal problems of Europe, as the decisions of 
the London Conference on reparations. Mr. 
Macdonald’s first speech last week suggested 
that his own philosophy, or rather, perhaps, 
his own emotional attitude on the whole sub- 
ject of security, differed profoundly from that 
of the nations and individuals who had taken 
an intimate part in the war. The problem 
of security is not an abstract question to be 
solved by general formulas, but a very con- 
crete problem determined by geography and 
population, and limited for our generation in 
time and space. It is for that reason that 
general phrases about the admission of Ger- 
many and Soviet Russia to the League, and 
about their co-operation in the work of peace, 
may for a moment satisfy a dreamy few, but 
cannot allay the misgivings of the great and 
still anxious multitudes. | 

It is noteworthy that the deliberations in 
Geneva were very nearly wrecked by a 
rumour that the German Government were 
preparing to repeat their recent extraordinary 
assertion that Germany was not responsible 
for the war. It is the experience of the re- 
cent war that dominates all conceptions of 
war and peace at this moment. The most 
persistent memory among all the Allied 
peoples is that of German aggre®fon.

SPANISH TROOPS HEAVILY 


ATTACKED. 


The Times Tangier Correspondent _ tele- 
graphed yesterday: — The Spaniards are 
constructing small fortifications and _ block- 
houses along the banks of the War Martin, 
a river which flows through the valley below 
the walls of Tetuan. The suburb of Quitzan 
has been reinforced, but an attempt to place 
a post at Beni Salah, less than two miles 
from the town, failed, though the Spanish 
troops, by an admirable effort, managed to 
save their machine guns. The commanding 
officer was amongst the killed. Latest news 
from Tetuan states that the troops under the 
command of General Queipo de Llanas, 
advanced to Dar Ben Karrich, about five 
miles from Tetuan. The column spent the 
night there, proceeding the next morning to 
meet the column of General Riquelme retiring 
from the Sheshuan direction from his base 
at Sok el Arba, an important position, about 
half-way between Tetuan and Sheshuan, on 
the main road. The two columns, after 
meeting, retired to Dar Ben Karrich, suffer- 
ing serious losses, as they were heavily 
attacked. General Riquelme’s column had 
been completely cut off from the Tetuan base 
for some days. 

It is presumed, for the official communiqué 
is not clear on the subject, that Sok el Arba 
has been completely abandoned, -in which 
case no Spanish force exists. on the Sheshuan 
road between Dar Ben Karrich, five miles 
from Tetuan and Sheshuan itself. It must, 
therefore, be inferred that Sheshuan, with its 
Spanish garrison, is isolated and surrounded 
by the enemy. Raisuli’s levies were also 
camped at Sok el Arba. What has become of 
them ? Recently there were rumours of many 
desertions amongst these native contingents.

TO MEET MH. MACDONALD IN

The Times Correspondent at Alexandria 
telegraphed yesterday:—This morning the 
Acting High Commissioner called upon. the 
Acting Prime Minister, and communicated the 
contents of a letter which Mr. Macdonald ad- 
dressed on September 6 from Geneva to 
Zaghlul Pasha at his Paris residence.

LORD BIRKENHEAD’S LETTER. 

If. the publication of Lord Birkenhead’s 
letter to Lord Balfour, written three months 
after the signature of the Irish Treaty, causes 
Ulster to moderate her attitude towards the 
Boundary Commiss‘#: it will serve a most 
useful purpose, declares the Westminster 
Gazette. It tells strongly against the argu- 
ment recently put forward in some Unionist 
quarters that the operations of the Commis- 
sion ought to be cramped by the laying down 
cf additional terms of reference.

The League oí Nations has appointed a 
sub-committee to consider the attitudes of 
the various States to the proposed Treaty 
of Mutual Assistance. Lord Parmoor’s 
suggestion that arbitration, followed by 
security and disarmament, should first be 
considered, was not accepted. 

During a general discussion on the work 
of the League, Mr. Hofmeyer, a Dutch 
member of the South African delegation. 
said that his country was warmly disposed 
towards the league. : 

A matter which must have an important 
bearing on the eventual admission of 
Germany is the demand of the German 
Nationalists that a Note formally repudiat- 
ing responsibility for the war should he 
sent by the German Goverrment to the 
Allies. The Nationalists claim that the 
Government promised to send the Note in 
return for the withdrawal of opposition to 
the ratification of the London Agreement. 
Government supporters urge that to make 
a disclaimer now when immediate 
difficulties are in a fair way towards a 
settlement, and France, particularly, 1s 
inclined to admit Germany to the League, 
would create a very bad impression. The 
Chancellor and the Foreign Minister have 
returned to Berlin to lay the matter before 
the Cabinet.

'ARBITRATION WHEN SECURITY 


IS ASSURED. 
GENEVA, Monday. 

Number 3 Committee, presided over by M. 
Duca (Rumania) this afternoon dealt with 
the question of the reduction of armaments, 
there was a large attendance, including many 
Americans. 
Lord Parmoor (Great Britain) urged that 
precedence should be given to arbitration, 
after which security and disarmament should 
be taken.

POLITICAL MOVE LIKELY TO 
PREJUDICE PEACE, 

BERLIN, Monday. 

The question whether Germany's formal 
repudiation of war guilt shall be officially 
notified to the Allies or not is made the 
subject of an acrimonious debate in the 
Berlin Press. ‘The Mationalist organs accuse 
the Government of a breach of faith in not 
despatching the Note, as promised to the 
German Nationals, and the Democratio 
journals point out the unfortunate conse. 
quences which the despatch of the Note at 
this juncture would entail for Germany. 

The Vossische Zeitung demands that the 
Government shall have suflicient courage not 
to send the Note as such, on the ground that 
it would be neither of political nor of moral 
use, but would, on the contrary, worsen Ger- 
many’s international position in a eatas- 
trophical manner. 

The Monarchist Kreuz Zeitung, on the 
other hand, insists that the Government shall 
keep its word, and says that, if it does not do 
so, then it will be guilty of a breach of faith 
towards the German people, for a climb down 
in this question would signify a third Ver- 
sailles, which would be worse than the Lon- 
don Agreement, which was a second Ver- 
sailles. 

The importance which the Government 
attaches to the question is shown by the fact 
that both Dr. Marx and Herr Stresemann are 
interrupting their holidays in order to decide 
at a Cabinet meeting next week whether, and, 
if so, when, the war guilt declaration shall be 
sent to the Allies. The official communiqué 
which announces this adds that the Govern- 
ment has received a number of wishes and 
suggestions, particularly from economic quar. 
ters, as to the form and time of anáil of 
the Note. 

As regards Germany's admission to the 
League of Nations, M. Herriot said that Ger- 
many would be accepted in the League on a 
basis of equality with all the other nations 
when she accepted the conditions laid down in 
Article 1, Paragraphs 8 and 9 of the 
Covenant. Both large and small nations be- 
long to the League, he concluded, who all 
have only one ideal—the maintenance of 
peace.

tion in connection with the allocation of the 
Monastery of Saint-Naoum. These difficulties 
were referred to the Conference, which, after 
obtaining all relevant information. decided, 
on December 6th, 1922, to assign the 
Monastery to Albania, taking the view that 
the. question had been left in doubt by the 
various previous instruments, 

DECISION CHALLENGED. 

Yugo-Slavia protested against this decision, 
maintaining that the decision of 1913 had 
already attributed the Monastery to Serbia, 
which, therefore, had a vested right to it, 
and that, consequentiv, the decision of 1922 
was null and void. It was contended that, 
at all events, the decision should be revised, 
because it had been adopted without taking 
into account certain facts which became 
known subsequently. 

The matter had reached this stage when, 
through the Council, the Court was asked 
for its opinion on the question whether the 
principal Allied Powers had, by the decision 
of the Conference of Ambassadors of 1922. 
exhausted, in regard to the Monastery of 
Saint-Naoum, their mission of fixing the 
frontiers of Albania. 

The Court’s reply to this question is in the 
affirmative, and is based on the following 
reasons :— 

The decisions of 1921 and 1922-of the Con- 
ference of Ambassadors were definitive. ‘The 
Conference, however, having come to the con- 
clusion that a certain point had been left in 
doubt, was bound to deal with it. Again, 
the contention that the decision of 1921 had 
created vested rights in favour of Serbia is 
bound up with the question whether the 
frontier at Saint-Naoum had or had not been 
effectively fixed. in 1913. After a careful 
analysis of the documents piaved at its dis- 

sal with regard to the tixing of the 
rontier at Saint-Naoum, the Court has come 
to the conclusion that this frontier had been 
left. in doabt by the decisions of 1913 and 
1921. It follows, therefore. that there could 
be no vested rights in favour of Serbia under 
these decisions, and that the Conference was 
free to decide the question. 

As regards the new facts alleged to exist 
by Yugo-Slavia, the Court finds that they 
consist merely of documents to which the 
members of the Conference had access, and 
which, moreover, do not prove that the 
Monastery of Saint-Naoum was allotted to 


Serbia in 1913.—(Reuter.)

At the monthly. meeting of “the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday, Mr. W. Beckett in 
the chair. 

Mr. James S. McMahon, late Captain and 
Acjutant-of.the lst Cadet batallion Royal 
Dublin: Fusiliers, spoke on. the necessity for 
military training on the youth of Ireland with 
a view to. stimulate patriotism, pride of 
country; inculcation. of true descipline, and 
a supply of officers to the army at little ex- 
pense. What he desired to see was an army 
in Ireland, moulded and made so that it 
should be truly representative oí all classes 
in the country, and not of one class only.. He 
did not want. to have an army. for aggressive 
purposes, but as a means of national defence, 
and also in*another aspect—the physical well- 
being of the. manhood of the nation, in addi- 
‘tion to-the love of colour and sentiment, which 
was inherent in-every Irishman. 

If anyone had prophesied ten years ago that 
ere long we. should be engaged in the greatest 
of all wars, he would have been derided as 
a fool. Tt was to the foresight of the late 
Lord ‘Roberts. that so many miniature rifle 
clubs had started’ all over the. British Isles, 
and this became of the greatest service during 
the conflict. The departure of the , British 
Army from Ireland meant a tremendous loss 
to the country in«many ways. He believed 
that no Irish boy should have his activities 
or his career ‘‘ cribbed, cabined and confined.’ 

At present they had a small standing army. 
Such an army must always be maintained, but 
he strongly advocated the formation of a 
territorial force. Why; he asked, should there 
not be a battalion for-each county in Ireland, 
with headquarters, in the capital town of the 
county?. This would. mean the drawing of all 
classes together in a common borid of sym- 
pathy and mutual interest. : It would create 


a healthy rivalry between each county as: to; 


efficiency and smartness. It’ would serve as 


an outlet for the martial’ spirit, which pre- 


vails strongly ih the Irish temperament,. and 
thus, too, at very little expense, create a 
force which would be capable of expansion, 
and tend to make Ireland. respected in. the 
countries of the “world. — 

Each of the Irish Universities should have 
its officers training corps, with special  pri- 
vileges, and the secondary schools should all 
have a junior officers corps, or cadet battalion. 

The. joys of the annual training camps, 
where life. has been lived under war condi- 


tions, was the delight of a young man’s heart,. 


and. begot a camaraderie hard ‘to describe. 
The physical, training, which they would re- 
ceive, would turn many a “ weedy *’ youth 
into a fine specimen of manhood. If ever the 
day should come when Ireland might have to 
take. her. stand in a righteous war, it would 
be. well to -be'p for such an emergency, 
and ‘to be able to stand four-square against 
the enemy. . as.

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TWO BOYS AND A YACHT. 


ROMANCE WITH A PROSAIC 
SEQUEL. 


A story sounding like a schoolboy’s yarn 
was told at the Barrow Police Court yester- 
day, when John Bartlett, a youth. of 18, was 
charged with stealing a yacht value £25 and 
having a revolver without a certificate.
